The above named gentlemen, having previously taken the 
oaths of membership, according to law, were then intro- 
duced to His Honor and Council, Mr. Sutherland by Mr. 
Crawford, and Mr. Haultain by Mr. Macleod, and took their 
seats in the Council. 


His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor then addressed the 
Council as follows: 


Gentlemen : 

“Tt gives me great pleasure to meet you at this the Ninth 
Session of the North-West Council, and to be able to congratu- 
late you on the increasing prosperity of our Territories. 

“The results of the harvest just past have, as you are no 
doubt aware, exceeded our most sanguine expectations ; the 
average yield per acre is much larger than was estimated before 
threshing commenced and the grain has proved to be of the 
highest quality. The Agricultural Exhibitions, which have 
recently been held throughout the Territories, speak for them- 
selves ; and the interest taken by the many representatives of 
_ the Eastern Press, who.attended them, will be the means of ad- 
vertising tv the world the abundant yield derived from the 
settled portion of our Territories and will draw attention to the 
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fact that immense areas of similar country are still awaiting 
settlement. ne 

“The exceptionally severe winter we experienced since we 
last met does not appear to have materially affected our stock 
industry. The slight losses sustained by our stockmen, as com- 
pared with those of our southern neighbours, speak highly for 
our ranges. Cattle wintered well and losses were confined to 
new importations, which had not time to become acclimatized 
or accustomed to the ranges. The District of Alberta is now 
not only supplying its own large local demands, but has already 
commenced shipments of cattle to the Old Country markets. 
The result of these shipments is being looked forward to with 
much interest, as, should they prove successful, an enormous im- 
petus will be given to this industry. 

Although in all probability this is the last Session of the North 
West Council, as at present formed, you will be asked to con- 
sider some important matters; chief among which will be the 
changes necessary in the constitution of your Government. At 
the last meeting of the Dominion Parliament two private bills 
were introduced dealing with this question, but the Government, 
being at the time unable to give the matter the attention it de- 
served, decided to postpone its consideration and to continue the 
Noith West Council as then constituted for another Session. I 
have been requested to confer with you upon the subject, asit 
was thought from your knowledge of the wishes of the people 
and the requirements of the Country, that you could suggest 
some inexpensive form of Government, which would give the 
people a greater control over the management of their affairs and, 
by subdividing the whole of the Territories into Electoral Dis- 
tricts, would enable every Settler to have a voice in the Gov- 
ernment of his Country. 

lt is a source of gratification to me, in turning to the very 
important matter of the condition of our Indian population, to be 
able to inform you that, although one or two isolated cases of crime 
have been attributed to Indians, tranquility has prevailed and a 
marked progress been made. 

This state of harmony between the Indians. and Settlers has 
recently been endangered in a manner, which suggested to me the 
necessity of issuing a Proclamation on the subject. I hope how- 
ever that the case will be met if l impress upon the representa- 
tives of the people the very grave danger incurred by Settlers 
taking the law into their own hands, and the absolute necessity 
for seeking redress through legal process alone. As I understand 
the law of the land, on no account, unless in self-defence and in the 
last extremity, should fire-arms or other deadly weapons be used 
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against Indians by any one, as the imprudent action of a single 
individual may easily bring on a series of murderous outrages. 
I think that many of these difficulties would be avoided, were 
settlers more universally to recognize the fact that our Indians 
are fellow-subjects of Our Queen, with the same rights and lia- 
bilities as other men. 

The very favorable season has given to the Indians on many 
of the Reserves an abundant harvest, and specimens of grain, 
roots and kindred industries have been exhibited at the various 
local agricultural shows, with a result which proves that some 
few of the Indians at any rate are rivalling the white man. 

I would invite your attention particularly to the excellent 
work done by the North West Mounted Police during the past 
season, one evidence of which is to be found in the fact that, 
since the completion of their system of patrels along the border 
from Manitoba to the Rocky Mountains, no single case of horse 
stealing from either side has reached our ears. 

I am pleased to be able again to report a most satisfactory 
progress in Educational matters. There are now 4 Public, 102 
Protestant, and 21 Roman Catholic School Districts organized 
in the Territories, being an increase of 4 Public, 25 Protestant 
and 7 Roman Catholic Districts. In these Districts there are 
4 Public, 86 Protestant and 20 Catholic Shools open, with an 
attendance of 75, 2410 and 690 pupils, respectively, showing a 
total increase in attendance of about 550 pupils during the year. 

Owing to the amendment passed last Session to the effect 
that Trustees might give holidays during the months of July or 
August, it has been found necessary to alter the time for the 
inspection of schools, and to allow the Inspectors to hold their 
inspections in September and October. For this reason it will 
be impossible for the Board of Education to present as full a re- 
port as was made last Session, but the Secretary has prepared 
statistical tables showing the state of the schools in the various 
Inspectorates, which will be laid before you. 

The working of the School Ordinance as amended last Session 
has shown the necessity of further alterations, and with a view 
of avoiding the complications attending additional amendments, 
a new Ordinance, consolidating and amending previous legisla- 
tion, has been prepared for your consideration. 

Since we last met no new Municipalities have been formed, 
and those already established appear to work siroatssiewsisnins under 
the Ordinance passed in 1885. 

I propose to submit for your consideration draft of an Ordin- 
ance entitled “ An Ordinance respecting Statute Labor Districts,” 
which has been framed with a view to provide for the general ~ 
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assistance in the construction of public roads and bridges, where 
Municipalities do not exist. Amendments will also be required 
to a few of the Ordinances of last Session, including the Civil 
Justice, the Joint Stock Companies and the Agricultural Societies’ 
Ordinances. | 

I have had crop returns prepared for your information from 
all parts of the Territories, but which I regret are not as com- 
plete as I could wish. Out of 168 Townships heard from, I find 
there are 76,384 acres under cultivation, of which 33,354 are in 
wheat, estimated to yield an average of 23 bushels per acre ; 
29,416 in oats, estimated to yield an average of 39 bushels per 
acre; and 8,244 in barley, estimated to yield an average of 32 
bushels per acre; the balance, 5,370 acres, being in roots. 

Within this area 16,596 acres have been broken this season. 

A statement of the Receipts and Expenditures of the Genzral 
Revenue Fund has been prepared and will be submitted to you 
as usual with the Auditor’s report. 

During the recess new elections have been held in the Qu’ Ap- 
pelle and Macleod Electoral Districts, owing to the resignation 
of the previous members. 

A recent trip over the Canadian Pacific Railway has convine- 
ed me more than ever of the incalculable benefits, which the 
World generally will derive from the construction of that great 
undertaking. Fresh industries are starting all along the Line. 
In the Territories, coal, both hard and soft, is being worked with 
most gratifying results. Other minerals are being developed 
and timber manufactured. 

On the Western Slope of the Mountains these industries are 
being still more extensively carried on. 

A market for the manufactures of the lumber mills has been 
opened up not only in our Territories but even as far as the 
Eastern Provinces. I found in the West many of the Staples 
produced in our Territories, showing at this early day that an 
exchange of commodities has already taken place. All this is 
now to be seen ina Country, which a few years ago was thought 
to be quite inaccessible and practically of little value. 

My experience has been that these results invariably follow 
railway construction, and it is with regret that I am unable to 
congratulate you on any Increase to the mileage of our Branch 
Lines during the past season. 

Through no fault of ours, complications have arisen, whereby 
the raising of the necessary funds for this purpose has been pre- 
vented ; and, owing to the absence of railway facilities, the settlers, 
with their granaries full, have been precluded from obtaining as 
profitable a market as they might otherwise have done. I shall

be glad to forward any representation you may feel called upon 
to make to the Dominion Government in furtherance of this 
question, and to give it my hearty co-operation. 

The year, which is now drawing to a close, and which we all 
so loyally celebrated, should not be allowed to terminate with- 
- out an expression of our heartfelt congratulations to Our Most 
Gracious Sovereign on the happy completion of the Fiftieth An- 
niversary of Her Accession to the Throne. I shall therefore 
ask you to join me in preparing an address to Her Majesty, and 
I regret that our meeting so late in the year has prevented our 
doing so at an earlier date. 

I shall be happy to render you any assistance I can in expe- 
diting the business of the Session and I trust that whatever may 
be decided, regarding the future Government of this Country, 
will prove satisfactory to its people and will conduce to their 
prosperity and happiness.

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of our Government as will give the people a greater control 
over, and every settler a voice in, the management of the affairs 
of the country. 

We are glad to be informed by Your Honor that the state of 
the Indians is satisfactory and that a marked progress has been 
made; and we beg to express the hope that both Indians and 
white men, recognizing the danger that exists from carrying 
pistols, may abandon the practice altogether. 

We are glad that Your Honor, in whose hands the direction 
of the North-West Mounted Police lies, is satisfied with the 
excellent work done by the force during the last season, and 
trust that when any violation of the law takes place at the 
boundary line their patrols may be in a position to deal effec- 
tually with the offenders. 

The report which Your Honor makes with regard to educa- 
tional matters is very gratifying. 

We will be most happy to consider carefully any amendments 
which may be proposed to the Ordinances now in force and any 
others which we may have to deal with. 

We beg to thank Your Honor for the crop returns which have 
been promised, and to express our gratitude that the last year’s 
operations have been so successful. 

We join with Your Honor in acknowledging the very great 
benefit the building of Canadian Pacific Railway has been to 
the country, and mark with great pleasure the statement that 
so many important industries have sprung up along the line. 

We appreciate the invaluable results which invariably follow 
the construction of railways, and regret with Your Honor that 
nothing in this way has been accomplished in the Territories 
since our last meeting. We trust that the complications which 
Your Honor speaks of may be solved at an early day. 

It will give us the greatest pleasure to join with Your Honor 
in heartfelt congratulations to Our Most Gracious Majesty on 
the happy completion of the Fiftieth anniveasary of Her acces- 
sion to the Throne. 

And we trust that whatever is done at this meeting of the 
Council may prove satisfactory to the people of the Territories 
and conduce to their prosperity and happiness.

- Mr. Ross, from the Standing Committee on Finance, presented 
the following report : 


Your Standing Committee on Finance beg leave to report as 
follows : 


“That they have had under their careful consideration the 
statement of the receipts and expenditures for the year ending 
the 3lst August, 1887, laid down by His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor ; and, have much pleasure in informing Council that 
although the sources of revenue have remained unchanged, the 
increase shown in the receipts over last year indicates a 
healthy state of progress in the country ; and as the expendi- 
ture had to be kept within the limits of the authority 
conferred upon His Honor by this Council during last session, 
there is a considerable balance on hand, which, added to the esti 
mated receipts for the current year, will give, after deducting 
certain necessary expenses, the sum of $17,230.79, available for 
such purposes as this Council may think fit. 


Your Committee has attached hereto a Schedule showing in 
details their estimate of the probable receipts for the current 
year, and of such necessary charges authorized by Ordinances or 
connected with the proper administration of the finances of the 
North-West Territories. 

With regard to the revenue derived from the issuing of Ferry 
licenses, your Committee would respectfully submit that the 
circumstances of the country which have heretofoce justified the 
course pursued in granting these licenses, do no longer exist, and 
would recommend that hereafter no new ferry licenses be issued. 
nor existing ones renewed except by public auction. This system 
will be more satisfactory to the public, and in creating compe- 
tition, cannot fail to be beneficial to the revenue. 


Your Committee, while not expressing any opinion on the 
advisability on the part of His Honor the Lieutenant-Sovernor 
in having exercised the power vested in him of allowing the sale 
of wines and’ beer on the dining cars of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, cannot but express their gratification that the Company 
has in no wise abused the privilege conferred upon them, for the 
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receipts under this head show that three bottles of wine only are 
eonsumed at each through trip of their cars. 

Your Committee would urge that ali necessary steps be taken 
to enforce the provisions of the Companies’ Ordinance as aguinst 
all Joint Stock Companies, doing business in the Territories, who 
have not yet complied with the requirements of the sdid Or- 
dinance. 

Your Committee in reference to the item in the schedule of 
$66, as a refund to Agricultural Societies, would state that the 
same is owing to the proposed repeal of the Ordinance respecting 
Agricultural societies passed during last Session of Council. The 
measure now before Council does not necessitate the issue of a 
proclamation for the establishment of Agricultural Societies, and 
such Societies are therefore relieved from the payment of the fee 
of six dollars, as required by the late Ordinance, to pay for th: 
insertion of the proclamation in the Official Gazette. This sum 
of $66 is composed of such fees paid in by a number of proposed 
Agricultural Societies, but as they failed to secure their establish- 
ment under the Ordinance of 1886, your Committee is of opinion 
that the said fees should be refunded to these different proposed 
Societies. 

Your Committee, in recommending the refund of the sum of 
$500, being item four of the expenditure in the Schedule, would 
state that thissum is made up partly of remittances from Clerks of 
the Supreme Court of certain fees exacted from suitors under the 
provisions of Section 441 of the Judicature Ordinance, 1886. 
These fees, your Committee have been informed, had no right to 
be collected, and in some of the Judicial Districts were not ex- 
acted. Further, as the Council proposes during this session to 
repeal the said provisions, your Committee recommend that 
these various remittances be returned to. the Clerks froin whom 
they were received, with instructions that the suitors be refunded 
in each case. The balance represents the amounts due the 
Sheriffs and Clerks of the Supreme Court under the provisions of 
the said section, and is,/in the opinion of your Committee, a 
proper charge against the General mtg Fund of the North- 
West Territories.

First—To amend the Constitution of the North-West Council 
as hereinafter set forth ; 

Second—To add the powers hereinafter mentioned to those 
already possessed by the North-West Council. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Your petitioners pray— 

(a.) That the system of having appointed members in the 
North-West Council be abolished, and that the Council hereafter 
be purely elective and in the first instance to consist of Twenty- 
five members, to be elected for the Electoral Divisions set forth 
in the Schedule hereto: 

(b.) That the members of the Council be elected for a term of 
four years, and not for two years as at present ; 

(c.) That the qualifications of a voter in elections for the 
North-West Council be, that he is a male British subject, not 
an unenfranchised Indian, twenty-one years of age, and who 
has resided for six months before the election in the electoral 
division in which he votes; 

(d.) That the Council be presided over by one of their own 
number ; E 

(e.) That the Lieutenant-Governor carry on his executive 
functions by and with the advice of an Executive Council of 
three, who shall be from time to time chosen and summoned by 
the Lieutenant-Governor and sworn in as Privy Councillors, and 
who shall hold seats in the North-West Council. 


ADDITIONAL POWERS. 


Your petitioners pray— 

That the following provisions of the British North America 
Act respecting the Parliament of Canada: namely , 

(a.) The provisions relating to Appropriation and Tax Bills, 
the recommendation of money votes, the Assent of Bills, the 
Disallowance of Acts and the Signification of Pleasure on Bills 
reserved—hbeing Sections 52, 54, 55 and 56 of the British 
North America Act—shall extend and be made applicable in 
terms to the North-West Council, with the substitution of 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Territories for the Governor- 
General, and of the Governor-General for the Queen and for a 
Secretary of State, and of one year for two years, and of 
the North-West Territories for Canada ; 

(b.) That the Council should have power to amend its own 
Constitution from time to time. .

4. Electoral Division of Whitewood shall contain all that 
part of Assiniboia bounded on the south by Township 11, in- 
cusive; on the west by Itange 3, West of the Second Principal 
Meridian, inclusive ; on the north by the northern boundary of 
Assiniboia ; and on the east by the Second Prineipal Meridian. 

5. Electoral Division of Broadview shall contain all that part 
of Assiniboia bounded on the south by Township 11, inelusive ; 
on the west by Range 7, West of the Second Principal Meridian, 
inclusive ; on the north by the northern boundary of Assiniboia ; 
and on the east by Range 4, West of the Second Principal 
Meridian, inclusive. 

6. Electoral Division of Wolseley shall contain all that part of 
Assvniboia bounded on the south by Township 11, inclusive; 
on the west by Range 10, West of the Second Principal Meridian, 
inclusive ; on the north by the northern boundary of Assinibora ; 
and on the east by Range 8, West of the Second Principal 
Meridian, inclusive. 

7. Electoral Division of South Qw’ Appelle shall contain all 
that part of Assinibova bounded on the south by the Inter- 
national boundary ; on the west by Range 16, West of the 
Second Principal Meridian, inclusive ; on the uorth by Township 
19, inclusive ; and on the east by Range 11, West of the Second 
Principal Meridian, inclusive. 

8. Electoral Division of Fort Qu’ Appelle shall contain all that

Certified copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable the 
Privy Council for Canada, approved by His Excellency the 
Governor-General-in-Council on the 27th May, 1887. 


On a Report dated 14th of May, 1887, from the Minister of 
the Interior, stating with reference to the Resolutions of the 
Council of the North-West Territories passed-on the 15th of 
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December, 1885, which promised that when Mr. William 
Ogilvie, D.L.S., returned from British Columbia, he would be 
asked to prepare a report upon the petition of the people of 
Edmonton to the North-West Council asking that a trail be 
constructed from that point into the Peace River country; the 
_ Minister submits, herewith, a Report accordingly from Mr. 
Ogilvie upon the propositions contained in the said petition. 

The Minister observes that by this Report, which contains 
much valuable information regarding the country between 
Edmonton and the Peace River valley, it would appear to be 
pretty clearly demonstrated that of the routes mentioned by the 
petitioners the third and last described is for many reasons 
preferable, although somewhat the longest, and Mr. Ogilvie 
offers apparently very strong reasons why the navigation of the 
Athabasca should be favored by the petitioners as a means of 
communication in their own interests, as, indeed, he thinks it 
would be in the interest. of the public generally. 


The Committee recommend that the Secretary of State be’ 
authorized to communicate a copy of this minute, together with 
a copy of Mr. Ogilvie’s Report to the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the North- West Territories, for submission to Councll at its next 
session.

REPORT 


Ottawa, April 12th, 1887. 
The Honorable 
The Minister of the Interior. 


SIR, 

I received some time ago a copy of a memorial from residents 
of the Hdmonton District in the North-West Territories, 
together with a copy of a resolution (No. 10) of the North-West 
Council, referring the said Memorial to the consideration of the 
Government of this Dominion, and asking that I would report 
on the matter referred to in the Memorial. 

I now have the honor to report to you upon the subject— 

The Memorial refers to three (3) proposed routes from 
Edmonton to the Peace River country, taking the confluence of 
the Smoky and Peace Rwers as their objective point. 

The first named is that known as the Old Fort Assiniboine 
trail, running in a generally north-westerly direction from 
Edmonton and crossing the Pembina and Athabasca Rivers 
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and keeping the high ground south of Lesser Slave Lake until 
arriving at the extreme westerly end of the lake. I have been 
over that part of the trail between Hdmonton and the Pembina 
Atwver, a distance of about fifty (50) miles. 

The part of this route between Hdmonton and Lake Bouleau, 
or Dead Mam’s Lake, about thirty (30) miles, is prairie, so that a 
road could be kept open on it at a very small cost. From the 
last mentioned point to Lake St. Anne, the country is covered 
with small timber, which would require to be cleared out along 
the roadway, as when I passed over it with carts in the spring 
of 1883, I had considerable difficulty in getting my carts 
through, notwithstanding the fact that Mr. W. 7’. Thompson, 
D.L.S., had opened the road for his carts the fall before. From 
Lake St. Anne to the Pembina River the country is rolling and 
somewhat sandy. This portion is covered with dry timber, a 
fire having killed it all some years before. Every high wind 
blew down some of the trees, anil, of course, blocked the road. 
I suppose ere now the most of the bare trunks are prostrate 
and that evil is gone, but their fallen bodies are a much more 
seriou§ obstacle to road making than green standing timber 
would be. 

Of the rest of this route I know nothing, except from report, 
but believe it to be undulating and alternately hill and swamp, 
consequently difficult to open and ‘maintain a road through. 
- The end of the Lesser Slave Lake I know is flat and swampy for 
some distance from the lake. 

I will here make a remark that applies to all the timber 
country I have seen in the North-West, especially the more 
northerly parts of it. It is all more or less swampy and the 
further you get back from the streams running through it the 
more so it becomes, while the surface adjacent to the banks of 
streams is generally dry and much better adapted to the passage 
of a road, except in the case of a deep valley where the ravines 
made by the entering streams prove a serious obstacle, but 
perhaps not as much so as a continuous stretch of muskeg or 
bad swamp. The presumption is, therefore, that from the 
Athabasca River to Lesser Slave Lake Post, a distance of about 
120 to 130 miles, is through a country as difficult to open and 
maintain a road in as will generally be found in that part. of 
the county. 

Assuming the distance 125 miles and the roadway under- 
brushed about 33 feet wide, this would give 500 acres of under- 
brushing. -The Ontario rate per acre for such work is about five 
dollars, out there it would be about fifty per cent. more. 
This would give about $4,000 for underbrushing. Clearing the 
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roadway of timber and stumps, say to one half the above width, 
would take at least about as much more, making altogether 
about $8,000 to open a roadway from Old Port Assuniboine to — 
Lesser Slave Lake Post, where it would join the existing cart 
road from the last mentioned point to the Peace Rwer Crossing 
below Smoky River. This cost is assuming the roadway to be 
all on dry ground, of easy construction, and no bridges to build 
or muskegs to cross by cross-laying of corduroy, which 
would probably increase the cost of the road by 25 per cent., or 
in all about $10,000, which I think would be found within the 
actual cost. That part between the Athabasca and Pembina 
Rwwers is of much the same character, and being enlv about 
thirty miles, would at the same rate cost $2,400. From the 
Pembina River to Edmonton would be comparatively easy and 
an outlay of, say $1,000, would make that fifty miles by far the 
best part of the road. Summary, we get $13,400 for the entire 
distance from Hdmonton to Lesser Slave, Lake, based on a fifty 
per cent. advance on Ontario labor rates, and an easy ground to 
open; but should there be much swamp or many streams to 
bridge, or the surface hilly between the Athabasca River and 
Lesser Slave Lake Post—all of which I have no personal 
knowledge of—the cost would be very much increased. By 
making the roadway narrower the cost would be proportionately 
decreased, but I think it should be at least the width of two 
cart ways in order to give it a chance to dry in fine weather, to 
aid which the brush should be removed for some distance on 
each side, and also in bad seasons to give one track a rest, as in 
wet weather the constant use of one track | makes it soon 
almost impassable. 


The second route, by Lake St. Anne and McLeod River, I do 
not personally know past the lake, but from reports I have 
heard of it I would say the character of the country is much 
about the same as that through which the other road would pass 
and the cost rate about the same, and as the distance is some 
60 or 70 miles longer it would cost proportionately more. 


The third route, that is from Hdmonton to Athabasca Land- 
ing, thence along the Athabasca River to the Lesser Slave 
fiver, thence up that river to near Lesser Slave Lake; thence 
northward to near the faspberry Mountains; thence to the 
north shore of Lesser Slave Lake and along the same to Lesser 
Slave Lake Post, where connection would be made with the 
present cart track to Peace iver crossing and which would 
have to be consitlerably improved to admit of an increase on the 

the Hudson Bay Company’s traffic. _ 4 
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This route, I know pretty well, having been over it nearly all 
on foot in the fall of 1883. By putting a ferry across the Atha- 
busca Landing and going up the north side of the Athabasca 
River, keeping at the same time about two miles back from the 
river, a very fair country to put a road through could be found. 
It is generally covered with heavy timber and pretty open, so 
that there would not be much difficulty in cutting a road 
through the greater part of it. I brought my horses down that 
way in the fall of 1883, and did not find any difficulty in leading . 
them through the woods, with the aid of two men to cut a little 
brush here and there, at the rate of from 15 to 18 miles per day. 
There are one or two creeks with deep valleys, but an easy 
line of descent and ascent could be found. From the confluence 
of the Lesser Slave and Athabasca Rivers to the’ mouth of the 
Moose River the woods are generally very open and grassy and 
very little difficulty would be experienced in finding a good cart 
road along here as well as plenty of feed for the cattle used. I 
cut a road for horses and sleds over this part in 1883 and found 
only a mile of swamp in the whole distance. 

From Moose River we would have to turn northwards from 
the Lesser Slave River towards Raspberry Mountavns. This 
detour from the river is caused by the low swamps which border 
the same at the head, and which at one time were a part of the 
lake. Between Moose River and Raspberey Mountains there 
are two or three miles of swamp which would require more or 
less cross-laying or corduroy. There are also a couple of small 
creeks to bridge. 

From Raspberry Mountains to Slave Lake there are no other 
obstacles to the construction of a good road than the woods 
which thickly cover the surface. 

Along the north shore of the lake there would be no difficulty 
until we came to the narrows, beyond which there is a piece of 
low swamp covered with spruce timber. This would require to 
be cross-layed and a bridge built across the Narrows River. 
From this point to Lesser Slave Lake Post no other obstacles 
would be found than the timber with which the surface is 
covered and an occasional small creek. 

There are many places along the shore where the beach of 
the lake could be used as a cart trail. The beach in these 

places consists of fine sand or gravel, and there are also many 
stretches of beach, where the removal of the top boulders would 
convert them into a fair cart way. 

At Lesser Slave Lake Post, this route would join the present 
cart road to Peace River, and which stands in need of consider- 
able improvement to make it fit for an increased traffic. 
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The distance is.about 73 miles, and I think $1,000 to $1,500 
judiciously applied would make it a fair road, as a large per- 
centage of it is prairie. 

From Athabasca Landing to the mouth of the Slave River 
the distance is about 65 miles, all woods; which would give at 
two rods, or 33 feet wide, four acres of under-brushing per mile. 
This at $7.50 per acre, would be $30 per mile, and allowing the 
same for removing trees and logs, we get $60 per mile, or 
$3,900 for the whole distance. Bridging and grading would 
probably take, say 20 per cent. more, which would make the 
required amount for this, say $4,700. 

From the mouth of Slave River to Moose River, I think 
$500 would construct as good a road as on any other part of the 
route. From ‘Woose Rwer to Lesser Slave Lake Post, by the 
way before indicated, the distance would be 75 to 80 miles, and 
would cost about as much per mile as that along the Athabasca 
Rwer, or, in round numbers, taking the distance at 80 miles, 
$4,800; 20 per cent. on this for bridges, cross-laying and -grad- 
ing would make, say, $1,000. 

In all, for the distance from Athabasca Landing to Lesser 
Slave Lake Post, $11,000, which amount ought to construct a 
fair, wide roadway, giving ample accommodation for all the 
traffic to and from Peace River and its district. The roadway 
from HKdmonton to Athabasca Landing; about 96 miles, would 
also require considerable improvement and one or two rather 
large-bridges, viz., over the Sturgeon and Vermillion Rivers, or 
in leu of these a couple of good ferry scows placed at each 
place would meet all demands for some time tocome. A couple 
of thousand dollars, judiciously expended on this part of the 
toad, would, I think, make it a fair one. The roadway at 
present existing is pretty well worn in some places, and a part 
of it would require to be abandoned, as it follows the valley of 
the Tow-ti-now-sipt, or creek, for some miles, and is pretty 
rough. By simply crossing this valley where we first strike it 
going north, aud keeping in the woods along the east bank, a 
much more level and a shorter, if not better, road can be found. 
Such a track was cut out in 1883, but has since been blocked by 
fallen timber. 

This route, though perhaps some miles longer from Edmon- 
ton to Slave Luke Post than the other two mentioned, is, I think, 
the best of the three, as it nearly everywhere has much greater 
facilities for drainage than any of the others and there is also 
much less swamp to drain. Another advantage it possesses is 
that in the event of heavy bush fires over extensive areas the 
other roads might be completely blocked for part of, or even the 
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whole of the season, while on this one connection could always 
be made with the river or lake and the burning part passed in 
that way by raft or boat. 

It seems to me that the surplus products of the Hdmonton 
and Lac la Biche districts will find a market in the north by a 
much easier road than any of the three described, and that is 
by the Athabasca River itself, from the Landing to Lake Atha- 
basea and thence by steamer to the Arctic Ocean, if necessary. 
From the Landing to the Grand Rapids, a distance of 165 
miles, there is no obstacle to the passage of York boats carrying 
$1x or seven tons, or if necessary steamboats drawing three feet 
of water. 


At Grand Rapids the use of a few pounds of dynamite to 
remove rocks and the construction of a good pack road, or better 
still, a wooden tramway and a small car or two—the material _ 
for which abounds around, either on the shore or on the island 
at the head of the rapids—would convert a serious delay into a 
comparatively trifling one. 

From Grand Rapids to the next there is a clear river stretch 
of 27 miles when a very short rapid is reached where a channel 
for York boats could, I believe, be opened at very little expense. 
Next comes a clear stretch of 16 or 17 miles, from where to 
Fort MecMurray—238 miles from Athabasca Landing—the 
river is almost one continuous rapid, but through which I 
believe a gang of men with a few hundred pounds of dynamite, 
acting under the directions of some of the old voyageurs of the 
river, as to location of channel, could, in a short time, make a 
comparatively safe channel for York boats, carrying from four 
to seven tons according to the stage of the water. 

Between Fort McMurray and the Lake a river steamer now 
plies. 

This improvement need not occupy five or six men more than 
a season, so that it would cost, materials and all, not more than 
about $1,500 to $1,800, in addition to which there is the 
improvement on the roadway from Edmonton to the Landing, 
which ig common to it and the last described land route. This 
last proposal, however, would not aid access to the Peace Rover 
country past the Landing. 

If the object of any improvement in this direction is to give 
readier access to the agricultural parts of the Peace River Valley, 
then, in my opinion, the cart road last described is the best to 
open, as it would enable intending settlers to take in their cattle 
and implements with no other cost than their own physical 
labor, and also enable the Hdmonton people severally, if so 
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disposed, to use their own cattle or horses to transport their 
surplus to the market petitioned for. 

As there is a large area of agricultural country on the part of 
the Peace River to which access is petitioned for, the proba- 
bilities are that were a road opened there the surplus of the 
Edmonton District would not very long be required in that 
direction, and the improvement of the Athabasca Hwer would 
have eventually to be taken up and carried out, as the transport 
of stuff from Hdmonton to the Peace River via Lesser Slave 
Lake, would be a serious item of cost when compared with the 
other route by boat to Lake Athabasca. 

In the case of a large surplus produce on the Peace River and 
the easy navigation of it, I think the long cart trail by Lesser 
Slave Lake Post would completely cut Edmonton out of the 
northern market, so that the only hope of a permanent market 
in the north for them is the improvement of the Athabasca River. 

As it would require a survey to compute with any degree of 
accuracy the cost of construction, I hope my figures will only 
be looked at as suggestions of cost which might be very much 
increased when the work comes to be done. Their principal 
value is as a basis of comparison between the different routes 
suggested.

I have the honor to inform you that His Excellency the 
Governor-General has had under his consideration in Council 
the Ordinances, passed by Your Honor in Council, of the Morth- 
West Territorzes, in the session held in October and November, 
1886. I have now to state, with respect to Ordinance No. 2, 
intituled “An Ordinance respecting the Administration of 
Civil Justice,” that, in the opinion of His Excellency’s advisers, 
the principle of allowing Judge’s fees is bad, and one which 
should not be given effect to in the Territories upon the estab- 
lishment of the Supreme Court there. 

In fixing the salaries of the Judges of the Territories, Parlia- 
ment has granted the same salary as the Judges receive in the 
Province of Manitoba, and in the Provinces of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick. His Excellency is, however, advised that 
there would probably be no objection to the collection of such a 
fee as that specified in said Ordinance, the same to form part of 
the general revenue of the Territories. Lhave, therefore, to call 
your attention to this Ordinance, with a view to its amendment. 

With reference to Ordinance No. 3, intituled “An Ordinance 
respecting the incorporation of Joint Stock Companies by Letters 
Patent,” I have to inform you that by the Order-in-Council of 
the 7th July, 1886, the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, or the 
Lieutenant-Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Assembly of the North-West Territories, as the case 
may be, is given power to incorporate Companies with Territorial 
objects, with the following exceptions: 

(a.) Such companies as cannot be incorporated by a Provincial 
Legislature ; 
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(b.) Railway, tramway, steamboat, canal, transportation, tele- 
graph, and telephone companies ; 

(c.) Insurance companies. 

It is the opinion of His Excellency’s advisers that Section 29, 
of Ordinance No. 9, intituled.‘‘ An Ordinance to Incorporate Com- 
panies for the establishment of Cemeteries,” touches upon the 
Criminal Law, and I have now to invite Your Honor’s attention 
to the same, with a view to repealing Sub-sections 1, 2 and 5 of 
Section 29. 

His Excellency is further advised that it is for the present 
expedient that action be deferred in respect of Ordinance No. 2 
and Ordinance No. 9, and that the other Ordinances, Nos. 1, 3, 
4, 5,6, 7; 8,10) 1112 IBS 14s SG el S18 e220 sande tebe 
left to their operation.

The Committee of the Privy Council have had under con- 
sideration the despatch dated 22nd March, 1887, from the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the North- West Territories, transmitting 
a copy of twelve Resolutions passed by the Council of the North- 
West Territories, in legislative session, on the loth November, 
1886, touching various matters affecting the North-West Terri- 
tories. | 7 
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The Sub-Committee of Council to whom the said despatch 
and its enclosure were referred, submit their views with respect 
to the several Resolutions, as tollow :— 


RESOLUTION 1. 


“That a reduction on the price of pre-emptions be granted 
such settlers as have added to their homestead duties such extra 
cultivation and homestead requirements as shall seem sufficient 
to the Government in lieu thereof, and that no payments be 
exacted from bona fide settlers, in view of the recent drought 
which the country has undergone, before the Ist day of January, 
1888.” 

The Sub-Committee consider it would be inadvisable to reduce 
the price of pre-emptions, and they recommend that in view of 
the recent drought, no payments be exacted from bona fide 
settlers before the 1st of January, 1888. 


-RESOLUTION 2. 


“That the position of those homesteaders who had completed 
their homestead duties before the third day of June, 1886, and 
where entitled to patent, should be denied the right to enter for 
a second homestead, whether they had applied for their patent 
or not before that day, is, in our opinion, objectionable and unjust, 
and we ask to have the Act amended so as to give them such 
right.” 

The Sub-Committee recommend that the necessary legislation 
be had with the view of amending the Act so that settlers in the 
position referred to in this Resolution shall have the right to 
enter for a second homestead whether they had or had not 
applied for their patents before the 3rd of June, 1886. 


RESOLUTION 3. 


“That the south-eastern portion of Assiniboia was settled in 
1882, with the understanding that the Manitoba South-Western 
Railway would be extended west, as far as the Souris coal fields, 
and Regina, at an early date, and the settlers are from fifty to 
one hundred miles from a railroad, and we would urge that the 
Government use their influence to give such assistance to the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad as will secure its early extension.” 

The Sub-Committee, while fully recognizing the advantages 
to be derived from an extension of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to the Souris coal fields and Regina, are not in a position to 
recommend that Government aid be granted to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company for that object. They hope, however, 
that the Company will decide to make the desired extension. 
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RESOLUTION 4. 


“That a grant be made to assist Agricultural Societies, also to 
assist in carrying out the Fire District Ordinance.” 

The Sub-Committee recommend that the necessary steps be 
taken to obtain a grant to assist Agricultural Societies, and to 
aid in carrying out the Fire District Ordinance. 


RESOLUTION 5. 


“That a grant be made to give assistance to one or more Public 
High Schools.” 

The Sub-Committee submit that private schools are already 
established, and they recommend that the result of the establish- 
ment of such and the extent of the benefit accruing therefrom, 
as well as the necessity for additional schools, be fully ascer- 
tained before the question of granting assistance to Public 
Schools be considered. 


RESOLUTION 6. 


“That a further grant be made to complete the Bow River 
bridge.” 

The Sub-Committee recommend that Parliament be asked for 
a further grant to complete the Bow River bridge. 


RESOLUTION 7. °* 


“ That immediate payment be made of all claims passed by the 
War Claims Commission and the Rebellion Losses Commission, 
and that the grounds for the wide spread dissatisfaction with 
the award of these Commissions in certain portions of the North- 
West Territories be investigated.” 

With respect to the request for the immediate payment of all 
claims passed by the War Claims Commission, the Minister of 
Militia and Defence reports: 

Ist... . . That all claims recommended for payment by 
the Commission, and approvel by him, were promptly paid, 
with the exception of the Galt claims (North-West Coal and 
Navigation Co.), say a balance of $10,075, which the President 
of the Company has refused to accept, and the claim of W. &. 
Bell for hay, now under investigation by the Hudcson’s Bay 
Company. 

Qnd.. . . That there are some claims recommended by 
the Commission for payment, but not approved by the Minister, 
about which no complaints have reached this Department. 


« 
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3rd... . That discontent with the awards of the Com- 
mission on the part of the people who put forward untenable 
and, in some cases, fraudulent claims, was to have been expected. 

4th. . . . That many claims presented to the Commission 
have been transferred to the Department of the Interior for 
adjudication by that Department or the Rebellion Lusses Com- 
mission. 

That as regards the request for the payment of claims passed 
by the Rebellion Losses Commission, the Sub-Committee submit 
that the desired action cannot be taken until after an appropri- 
ation for the purpose shall have been voted by Parliament. 


RESOLUTION 8. 


“That we still urge the desirability of the Government at once 
disposing of their interests in the town sites, so as to make the 
lands available for taxation, and further ask that the sections 
belonging to the Canadian Pacific Railway subdivided into town 
lots, some of which are sold and occupied, be declared to be not 
exempt from taxation under section Sixteen. of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Act of incorporation, as such we believe was 
not the original intention of Parliament.” 

The Sub-Committee recommend that the Government dispose 
of its interests in the town sites so as to make the lands avail- 
able for taxation, and they submit that “the sections belonging 
to the Canadian Pacific Railway, subdivided into town lots, some 
or which are sold and occupied,” are subject to taxation. They 
recommend, in order such taxation may be imposed, title be 
given to the Canadian Pacific Railway Company in ending trust. 


RESOLUTION 9. 


“We would strongly urge that money should be provided to 
bridge the Old Man’s River, near Macleod, and the Battle 
River at Battleford. At both these points, at certain times of 
the year, settlers who live across the rivers are cut off from all 
communication with the towns, and every year accidents either 
to life or property occur from want of such bridges.” 

The Sub-Committee recommend that steps be taken with the 
view of obtaining grants to bridge the Old Man’s River near 
Macleod, and the Battle Rwer at Battleford, as requested. 


RESOLUTION 10. 


“That in paying for pre-emptions tree-planting be allowed to 
count at the rate of five cents for each tree planted by the 
settlers, and found growing on their homesteads or pre- ee 
for two years next preceding such payment,” 
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The Sub-Committee cannot recommend that payment for 
pre-emption tree-planting be allowed to count, as reports are all 
against. the adoption of the practice, and experience of the 
system both in Canada and the United States is against it. 


RESOLUTION 11. 


“That the following amendment to ‘The North-West Terri- 
tories Act, 1880,’ be suggested, Wigs: 

«That Sections 17 and 18 of the said Act be repealed, and the 
following substituted therefor— 

eke The persons qualified to vote at such election shall be 
bona fide male residents of adult age, not being aliens or unen- 
franchised Indians, within the Electoral District, and who shall 
have resided in such Electoral District for at least six months 
before the issue of the said writ.” 

“18. Any qualified voter within the district, and any person 
of twelve months residence in any other part of the Territories, | 
next preceding the date of the issue of said writ may be 
elected,” and 


RESOLUTION 12. 


“That the Act, passed at last session of the Parliament of 
Canada, giving representation to the North-West Territories, be 
amended so as to substitute the ballot in place of the open 
system of voting, as therein provided.” 

The Sub-Committee submit that the matters dealt with in 
these two resolutions do not come within the province of the 
Department presided over by them, and they therefore recom- 
mend that the necessary action in reference thereto be taken by 
Council. 

The Committee concurring in the foregoing report advise that 
the Secretary of State be authorized to ‘transmit a copy of the 
same to the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Territories 
for the information of the North-West Council in legislature 
assembled. 

All of which is respectfully submitted for your Excellency’s 
approval.

Certified Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable the 
Privy Council, approved by His Excellency the Governor- 
General-in-Council, on the 23rd November, 1887. 


The Committee of the Privy Council have had under con- 
sideration the despatch dated 22nd March, 1887, from the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the North- West Territories, transmitting 
a copy of twelve Resolutions passed by the Council of the North- 
West Territories, in legislative session, on the 16th November, 
1886, touching various matters affecting the North-West Terr- 
tories. 
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The Sub-Committee of Council to whom the said despatch 
and its enclosures were referred, submit their views with respect 
to the several Resolutions, as tollow :— 


RESOLUTION 1. 


“That a reduction on the price of pre-emptions be granted 
such settlers as have added to their homestead duties such extra 
cultivation and homestead requirements as shall seem sufficient 
to the Government in leu thereof, and that no payments be 
exacted from bona fide settlers, in view of the recent drought 
which the country has undergone, before the 1st day of January, 
1888.” 

The Sub-Committee state that on the 5th of April last a 
memorandum from the Minister of the Interior was submitted 
to Council, and was approved by His Excellency the Governor- 
General-in-Council on the 25th of the same month, recommend- 
ing as to the payment of pre-emptions accruing due during the 
present calendar year, that the several persons entitled to 
purchase the same be required to pay within the six months 
mentioned in Sub-Clause 5 of Clause 33 of the Dominion Lands 
Act, as the date within which the whole of the principal money 
shall be paid, not less than one-third of such principal money, 
within one year afterwards not less than another third of the 
principal money, and within two years afterwards the balance in 
full, the whole to be without interest during delay, providing 
that all settlers taking advantage of this extension of time with- 
in which to pay for their pre-emptions shall continue bona /ide 
to reside upon their homesteads during the period to which such 
extension applies, such residence to be in comformity with the 
provisions in that behalf contained in the Dominion Lands Act 
in regard to homesteads, and during such period shall cultivate 
and crop not less than 40 acres, which area may be upon the 
homestead or upon the pre-emption, or upon both, at the option 
of the settler ; but as to the proposal of the North-West Council 
that the price of these pre-emptions be reduced, the Sub-Com- 
mittee are of the opinion that such reduction would not be in 
the public interest, and they cannot therefore recommend it to 
the favorable consideration of Council. 


RESOLUTION 2. 


“That the position of those homesteaders who had completed 
their homestead duties before the third day of June, 1886, and 
where entitled to patent, should be denied the right to enter for 
a second homestead, whether they had applied for their patent 
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or not before that day, is, in our opinion, objectionable and unjust, 
and we ask to have the Act amended so as to give them such 
right.” 

The Sub-Committee further state that the abolition of second 
homesteading was provided for by the Act 49 Vic., chap. 27, 
which was passed by Parliament at the instance of the Minister 
of the Interior, in conformity with the generally expressed 
opinion and desire of the public of the North-West. With the 
view of placing upon the said Act the most lberal interpretation 
the Minister of the Interior instructed the officers of his De- 
partment that wherever any homesteader had made application 
on or before the 2nd of June, 1886, when the said Act came 
into force, to obtain patent for his homestead, and who subse- 
quently upon this application obtained such patent, he should 
be entitled if he so desired to the privilege of obtaining another 
homestead entry. The Council of the North-West Territories, 
however, asked that every person entitled on the date men- 
tioned to make application for his patent should be permitted to 
make entry for another homestead whether the application was 
made or not. In order to meet the views of the Council the 
Act was amended during the last session of Parliament by the 
substitution of the following clause for that in the Act of 1886: 
“43. No person who has obtained a homestead patent or a cer- 
tificate countersigned by the Commissioner of Dominion Lands 
or a member of the Dominion Lands Board, as in the next pre- 
ceding clause mentioned, shall be entitled to obtain another 
homestead entry, provided, however, that any person who on 
the second day of June in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-seven had obtained a homestead patent, counter- 
signed by the Commissioner of Dominion Lands, or who had 
complied with the homestead provisions of Acts then in force 
relating to the Dominion Lands entitling him to such certificate, 
or any person who has been permitted under the terms of Section 
38 of the Dominion Lands Act, 1883, to create a charge upon 
his homestead and had completed his homestead duties on the 
said second day of June one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
seven, shall be permitted to make a second homestead entry.” 


RESOLUTION 3. 


_ “That the south-eastern portion of Assiniboia was settled in 
1882, with the understanding that the Manitoba South-Western 
Railway would be extended west, as far as the Sours coal fields 
and Regina, at an early date, and the settlers are from fifty to 
one hundred miles from a railroad, and we would urge that the 
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Government use their influence to give such assistance to the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad as will secure its early extension.” 

The Sub-Committee, while fully recognizing the advantages 
to be derived from an extension of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to the Souris coal fields and Regina, are not in a position to. 
recommend that Government aid be granted to the Cauadian 
Pacific Railway Company for that object. The importance of 
that extension has, however, been urged upon the Company and 
the Sub-Committee hope that they will decide to maxe the 
desired extension. 


RESOLUTION 4. 


“That a grant be made to assist Agricultural Societies, also to 
assist in carrying out the Fire District Ordinance.” 

The Sub-Committee represent that during the last session of 
Parliament a special grant of $10,000 was voted to aid the agri- 
cultural societies throughout the North-West Territories, and 
provision has been made for the distribution of this money so as 
to accomplish the greatest possible good. 

As to the request that assistance should be given to carry out 
the Fire District Ordinance, the Sub-Committee regard this as a 
purely local and municipal object, and while recognizing the 
importance of it, are unable to recommend any grant from the 
Dominion Treasury towards its accomplishment. 


RESOLUTION 5. 


“That a grant be made to give assistance to. one or more Public 
High Schools.” 

The Sub-Committee are of opinion that it is undesirable, for 
the present at any rate, and until the wants of the North-West 
Territories in regard to Common School education have been 
fully met, to make any grant towards the maintenance of Public 
High Schools. 


VESOLUTION 6. 
“That a further grant be made to complete the Bow River 
bridge.” 
The Sub-Committee state that as will be seen by the esti- 


mates submitted to Parliament during the last session, provision 
has been made for the completion of the Bow hiver Bridge. 


RESOLUTION 7. 


“ That immediate payment be made of all claims passed by the 
War Claims Commission and the Rebellion Losses Commission, 
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and that the grounds for the wide spread dissatisfaction with 
the awards of these Commissions in certain portions of the Vorth- 
West Territories be investigated.” . 

The Sub-Committee have learned that all claims with one or 
two exceptions, recommended for payment by the War Claims 
Commissions, and approved by the Minister of Militia, have been 
promptly paid. It was almost inevitable that some discontent 
should arise in respect to the amounts recommended to be paid, 
but they have no reason to doubt that all claims submitted to 
the Commission for adjudication have been carefully considered, 
and on the whole fairly dealt with. So far as the claims sub- 
mitted to the Kebellion Losses Commission are concerned these 
have also been reported upon, and cheques issued for the 
amounts recommended for payment, the overwhelming majority 
of which have been accepted without objection. 

In some few cases objections have been made, but, as in the 
case of the War Claims Commission, this was to have been 
expected. 


RESOLUTION 8. 


“That we still urge the desirability of the Government at once 
disposing of their interests in the town sites, so as to make the 
lands available for taxation, and further ask that the sections 
belonging to the Canadian Pacific Railway subdivided into town 
lots, some of which are sold and occupied, be declared to be not 
exempt from taxation under section Sixteen of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Act of incorporation, as such we believe was 
not the original intention of Parliament.” 

That in respect to the interest of the Government in town 
sites, the Sub-Committee are informed that the Department of 
the Interior have had this matter under consideration. As to 
the question of taxation, the Canadian Pacific Railway Act 
provides that the lands granted to that Company shall be free 
from taxation until sold or occupied, and they submit that the 
enforcement of that provision must be left to the Courts, it being 
Leyond the power of any of the Departments to determine it. 


RESOLUTION 9. 


“We would strongly urge that money should be provided to 
bridge the Old Man’s River, near Macleod, and the Battle 
wer at Battleford. At both these points, at certain times of 
the year, settlers who live across the rivers are cut off from all 
communication with the towns, and every year accidents either 
to life or property occur from want of such bridges.” 
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As will be seen from the estimates submitted to Parliament 
during its last session, grants have been made to bridge the Old 
Mamn’s River, near McLeod, and the Battle River at Battleford. 


RESOLUTION 10. 


“That in paying for pre-emptions tree-planting be allowed to 
count at the rate of five cents for each tree planted by the 
settlers,and found growing on their homesteads or pre-emptions 
for two years next preceding such payment.” 

The Sub-Committee state that the Dominion Lands Act of 
1876 provided that 160 acres of land might be acquired in con- 
sideration of the fulfilment of certain conditions as to the tree 
planting, but although these conditions were very easy of fulfil- 
_ ment, the experiment was a total failure, and was, for that 
reason, abandoned in 1879. The experience of the General 
Land Office of the United States shows that the tree-planting 
provisions of the United States Land Laws, so far from being 
productive of any good results, have been a source of extensive 
fraud andabuse. It was stated by the Minister of the Interior 
in reply to Resolution 22 of the North-West Council, 1885, that 
in his opinion it would not be in the public interest that tree- 
planting should be made to count in lieu of any of the settle- 
ment duties at present required by the Dominion Lands Act ; 
and nothing has since transpired which would justify the Sub- 
Committee in recommending a change of policy in this respect.
